Gans was a w a kened by screa m s. He 
got downstairs a s quickly as he could, 
and arrived a s Mrs. Skelly wa s be­ 
ing brought into the house. 
To him, 
Mrs. Skelly is sa id to have made a 
sta tem ent.
